EEPING courant new develop- 
ments the educational field, many 
teachers and administrators have 
deeply interested what one 
Catholic educator called “the exciting new

Exciting not, what this new sub- 
ject, Group Dynamics? Whence its origin? 
What its educational importance? What 
does have offer the problems 
Catholic classroom leadership the stu- 
dent group? 


What It? 

Uncapitalized, the term 
namics” simply represents new applica- 
old concept social science. 
For the past century, social scientists have 
using the word dynamics (Greek: 
Dune-Forces) refer the influences 
operative social group life. 
The dynamics group life are simply 
those factors, causes, influences that 
bring about group formation changes. 
Among these “group dynamics” leadership 
important place. 

When the term capitalized, “Group 
Dynamics” usually refers the new im- 
petus given the study group life 
the late, great social psychologist, Kurt 
lewin (1890-1947). generally cred- 
ited with coining the term and limiting 
usage the study the social forces 
the small, face-to-face group, such 
work group, the play group, the con- 
the classroom group. 

Lewin’s fame rests mainly his ex-

perimental work with the leadership 
small groups, like the classroom group. 

While was still teaching the State 
University Iowa, Lewin, co-operation 
with Ronald Lippitt and Ralph White, 
experimented with school-age boys de- 
termine their reactions different types 
leadership. They were subjected three 
kinds: the overly strict, autocratic, au- 
thoritarian type; the weak, inept, overly 
permissive, type; and the in- 
telligent, warm, helpful, 
type. 

The results his scientific experiments 
gave added confirmation the obvious 
facts that almost any experienced teacher 
soon later learns from classwork. 


Your Choice? 

Lewin discovered that the unreasonably 
strict, overbearing, dictator-type “authori- 
tarian” caused resentment, hostility, ag- 
gression, apathy, and dependency the 
boys. stifled interest and initiative. 
created group work 
dodgers, subservient, 
wardly obedient but inwardly frustrated 
and maladjusted youngsters. 

Under the weak and inept 
type leadership, the boys were equally 
unhappy. Lacking the minimum amount 
guidance and instruction, they floun- 
dered about. They became discouraged, 
discontented, and destructive. Without the 
necessary know-how, they could not suc- 
cessfully complete the tasks they under- 
took. Rowdiness and “scapegoating” 
well fights and altercations resulted 
from the absence intelligent leadership. 

The “democratic” leaders, the con- 
trary, evoked better response from the 
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youngsters. Offering them variety 
well-thought-out plans, and allowing them 
some choice the matter, the democratic 
leader showed respect for their dignity 
human beings and their legitimate 
wishes and aspirations. helped them 
suggestions, praise for their good 
work, sympathy, understanding, and 
encouragement. All all, was 
leader, and won the group’s 
co-operation and enthusiasm. 


Even Infants Know 

Lewin’s original experimentations have 
been repeated many educational set- 
tings other scholars well, invariably 
with the same results. Harold Ander- 
son, who was Iowa the same time 
Lewin, independently applied two 
the three types leadership the teacher 
role the kindergarten setting. Though 
called his autocratic type the “domi- 
native” teacher, and his democratic type 
the “socially integrative” one, approxi- 
mated the Lewinian contrast between the 
two. found the dominative auto- 
cratic teacher inflexible, rigid, 
threatening, and dictatorial person, who 
constantly used force, harsh commands, 
shamings, and personal attacks dealing 
with the children. discovered that this 
type teacher impeded the child’s prog- 
ress learning. 

the other hand, the democratic 
“socially integrative” teacher was flex- 
ible, understanding, sympathetic, non- 
coercive, open-minded individual who 
created harmony the classroom, consist- 
ently promoted growth and learning, and 
evoked higher degree participation 
the children the kindergarten.

the University Chicago, experi- 
ments were also conducted ascertain 
student reaction these two types 
leadership. The autocratic self-centered 
teacher was felt the students 
pressuring them adjust his demands 
and using force put over his point 
view. Students objected his sarcastic 
manner and his lack understanding 
the students’ plight. 

The democratic 
teacher made the students feel more 
ease. made sure that the students were 
satisfied with his answers their ques- 
tions. did not inhibit the students 
their effort express ideas they thought 
important, and when the teacher did give 
directions, the students accepted them 
willingly and felt resentment. 

Other studies, principally with experi- 
mental groups college students, have 
borne out the same conclusions, namely, 
that the class atmosphere created dem- 
ocratic leadership conducive learning, 
while that induced autocratic behavior 
the part the teacher leads with- 
drawal, apathy, aggressiveness, and even 
emotional The work 
John Withall, Volney Faw, Morton Jay 
Asch, and Lauren Wispe all corroborate 
these basic findings. 


Democracy Catholic Schools 

What these Group Dynamics leader- 
ship researches imply for the Catholic 
teacher and his classroom performance? 

seems least one observer that 
these spell out detail what Pope Pius 
XII stated when told his audience 
teachers September 15, 1951, “To try 
reform young people and convince them 
making them submit, persuade them 
force, would useless and not always 
other words, the Holy Father 
was recommending some other teaching 
methods besides those based the co- 
ercive and threatening nature authority. 

Now, one would interpret the Holy 
Father advocating the complete aban- 
donment the legitimately authoritative 
approach the classroom. Neither 
nor the group dynamics theorists suggest 
this recommending more democratic 
approach when that type leadership 
appropriate. 

What both suggest some variety 
the leadership teacher displays his 
classroom. one always autocratic and 
overly authoritarian, one can expect pupil 
dissatisfaction, apathy, resistance, tension, 
and discouragement. Pupils may momen- 
tarily forced learn more subject mat- 
ter. But emotionally they will lastingly 
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learn antipathy for the teacher and the 
school. They will tend become aggres- 
sive and resentful against him and will 
tend transfer this aggressiveness de- 
fenseless objects like minority groups, 
weaker students, lower classmen. 

the other hand, the sage 
varies his leadership style being 
cratic” least times, apt en- 
gender greater emotional and spiritual 
satisfaction the part the pupils. 
There will lessening antagonism 
and tension and better grade interest 
and co-operation. 


The Golden Mean 

Are Catholic teachers ineluctably com- 
mitted totally authoritarian system 
that will not brook the least modification 
favor “democratic” tone classroom 
procedures? 

one familiar with the actual work- 
ings the Catholic school would answer 
unqualified affirmative. True, the 
Catholic system does recognize and respect 
the legitimate use duly constituted 
authority those areas life and class- 
room activity where the authority com- 
petent. other areas, quite legiti- 
mate allow the freedom the children 
God prevail. Thus, the question 
not but “both-and.” Both le- 
gitimate authority and legitimate demo- 
cratic freedom can and should have their 
proper places and proper balance. 

The main problem the applicability 
the findings Group Dynamics leader- 
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ship research Catholic circles one 
finding this balance, especially 
classroom. 

not enough say that this balance 
achieved operating the class 
rigidly autocratic manner and 
extracurricular activities furnish 
outlet for “democratic” tendencies. 
within the classroom, this balance can find 
its place.

supposed receive. this role, the em- 
phasis the competent authority 
the teacher. Students expect 
teacher will reliable 
authoritative his presentation and 
velopment the subject matter. 

the other hand, the classroom situ- 
ation often calls for “discussional” role 
the part the teacher. en- 
deavors clarify the 
standing the content material, moves 
into this role discussion leader. putting 
and answering questions, seeking 
tain what they have learned and grasped, 
and feeling them out for difficulties and 
obscurities. 

this discussional role, the emphasis 
the democratic aspects the 
dealings with his pupils. proper and 
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due regard for their feelings and their 
jury, threats, and traumas, and patient 
consideration their questions and diffi- 
culties would mark the democratic teacher 
convinced Christian. 


Need Democratic Teachers 

students unfortunately not al- 
wavs receive democratic treatment 
classroom situations such these. One 
wrote recently how some instructors 
stopped students’ questions coldly with 
the remark that they should their talk- 
ing after class. Others dismissed sincere 
inquiries with vague utterances about an- 
swers later the course other 
courses. Still others shut the question- 
ers with short answers that deliberately 
the question that con- 
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tained implied and often overt attacks 
the integrity the students. 

The practice democratic type 
leadership this discussional role would 
spare the students this kind unsatisfy- 
ing and frustrating experience. would 
point the way for the teacher’s practice 
the social virtues common justice and 
interpersonal charity, all too often neg- 
lected the always-autocratic teacher. 


Authority Not Autocracy 

Admittedly, great obstacle this flex- 
ible changing types leadership the 
part the teacher his fear that will 
lose “authority” that discipline will 
suffer. Finding the students rebellious 
against his authority when strict, the 
inexperienced teacher imagines that they 
will all the more rebellious less 
strict. The Group Dynamics studies 
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leadership not bear this out. They 
rather point the fact that students are 
rebellious against autocracy, not authority. 
They demonstrate that the insufferable 
dictator, the overbearing denominator, and 
the punitive threatener actually create re- 
teacher who exercises his authority rea- 
sonably, intelligently, and with 
rounded regard for the dignity and rights 
his pupils will more apt evoke 
co-operation than rebellion. 

all the dynamics (forces, influences) 
work the classroom group, that 
the teacher’s leadership most important 
for the progress and mental health his 
students. wise and prudent use demo- 
cratic leadership will enable the teacher 
fulfill the ideal the Christian school- 
master much better way than will any 
type authoritarian autocracy. 


Practice For Student Teachers 


VEN the most casual observer edu- 
cational practice scarcely needs 
reminded that most states require that 
candidates for teaching certificates have 
period introductory experience the 
school. Woellner and have 
sented thorough study state require- 
ments teaching certificates. check 
their summary state requirements 
reveals that (as March, 1949) 
states required practice teaching (or 
equivalent regular teaching experience) 
for regular secondary school certificate 
and for elementary school certifi- 
cate. Four states were recorded requir- 
ing student teaching for junior college 
certificates. addition, the District 
Columbia required practice teaching 
both elementary and secondary levels. 
required less than 
hours its equivalent clock hours. 
Massachusetts, long the lone state main- 
taining local autonomy certification 
has enacted state-wide certifica- 
tion regulations. These regulations, 
implemented the state department 
education, require, September 1954, 
that all new entrants into teaching

apparent, then, that, order 
prepare students enter the teaching pro- 
fession with proper certification, practice 
teaching longer “desideratum” but 
necessity Catholic teacher-training 
comes the duty the training institution, 
its faculty, evaluate the teaching 
potentialities its students.

establishing student-teaching program 
Catholic college revolve around the 
scheduling classes and making the best 
possible use the student’s time. The 
magnitude these problems can seen 
from the following demands the pro- 
spective practice teacher: 

The student should have completed 
all courses his major subject the 
middle his senior year.

those colleges and universities where 
required philosophy credits comprise 
large segment the total degree require- 
ments.

This process may even serve 
weed out those whose zeal for teaching 
not equal the extra effort required 
the practice teacher. 


Selecting the Students 

paramount importance the selec- 
tion the students who are benefit 
from the period practice teaching. 
Necessarily, only those who seem capable 
becoming successful and reflecting 
credit the college should chosen. 
Among the criteria used the 
selective process are the attainment 
creditable scholastic average, earnest 


desire enter the teaching profession, 
and wholesome personality. 

The period apprenticeship profit- 
able the student only the degree 
which projects himself into the life 
the school. Ideally, then, the practice 
teacher should gain wide experience 
observation, teaching, and sundry other 
school duties his time and the co- 
operating school will allow. Where this 
experience continuous (as required 
several state certification regulations) the 
student teacher has far better oppor- 
tunity know his pupils, share 
their learning and their problems, and 
become familiar with school routine 
than would the case were come 
the co-operating school only one two 
days week. Moreover, administrators 
co-operating schools almost unanimously 
prefer the continuous type student 
teaching being more beneficial pupils 
and school alike. Some school systems 
will accept student teachers only under 
these conditions. Hence, for more 
compelling reason, the maintenance 
good college school relations would indi- 
cate the selection this type aprentice- 
ship. 


College School Co-operation 
Once the program practice teaching 
has been initiated, essential that close

liaison maintained between the College 
and co-operating schools. This can 
complished best the director practice 
teaching the members the 
staff who supervise the apprentices the 
field. Circumstances may result one 
person being both director and supervisor. 

The duties the director practice 
teaching will normally include thorough 
screening prospective teachers insure 
that only those with desirable personal, 
academic, and professional qualifications 
are sent out representative products 
the college. The task placing student 
teachers school systems where they will 
obtain high quality assistance and 
training also falls upon the director. this 
connection attention must paid the 
location students near enough the 
college that they may attend regular 
classes the late afternoon, such 
necessary the local program. Thus, 
person, preferably full-time member 
the college faculty, with wide acquain- 
tance among school administrators de- 
sirable director. 

One means facilitating placement and 
insuring the thorough co-operation the 
school systems agreement between 
the college and the schools allow 
teacher administrator from the system 
take graduate upper division course 
the college for credit but without 
charge. First priority usually given 
the critic teacher under whom the student 
performed the major part his appren- 
ticeship, but the course may reserved 
for any member the system the 
discretion the superintendent. 
connection colleges having graduate 
school have distinct advantave over 
those which not, since graduate credits 
are more value teachers seeking 
advanced degrees, promotions, and addi- 
tional increments. Where this plan 
utilized, the director responsible for 
informing the co-operating school systems 
available and unused course credits. 


The College Supervisor 

The supervisor, not also direc- 
tor, has certain separate 
functions. His primary responsibility 
join with the principal and teachers the 
co-operating schools extending helpful 
and constructive criticism the appren- 
tice. This should done 
visitation the apprentice the class- 
room least twice during his period 
training (more often, possible) and 
conferences with critic teachers. Such visi- 
tation not only inestimable value 
the teacher, but also gives the co- 
operating school positive indication the 
college’s genuine interest the future 
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the profession. Moreover, may well 
result better realization the col- 
periences for teachers. Many public school 
refuse accept student teachers 
unless proper supervision the college 


assured. 


Class and Individual Conferences 

means co-operative problem 
medium for discussion instructional 
techniques, advisable have weekly 
meeting all students with the super- 
director. such meetings prob- 
common the group can dis- 
cussed and suggestions for their solution 
made the supervisor. Time should also 
provided for individual conferences 
between supervisor and student wherein 
atypical problems may considered and 
individual weaknesses diagnosed and reme- 
died. major portion the supervisor’s 
time should devoted visitation and 
student conferences. circumstances per- 
mit, supervisors should specialists 
the subjects over which they exercise 
supervision. Unfortunately, this condition 
could exist only large school edu- 
cation where student case load 
could undertaken each staff member. 
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Insure Fair Appraisal 

The evaluation progress being made 
apprentice teachers manifestly diffi- 
cult task. Certainly the supervisor should 
not the sole judge student’s period 
observation and teaching. Even fre- 
quent visitation cannot obtain full 
picture the student’s adjustment the 
school and the teaching situation. Hence 
desirable that the school share with 
the supervisor the responsibility for evalu- 
ation. convenient means facilitating 
this process the use appraisal 
form. Normally the supervisor will make 
formal appraisal after each visit and 
the school will asked rate the stu- 
dent the conclusion his period 
apprenticeship. The rating device used 
should give not only detailed analysis 
the student’s teaching skills and sub- 
ject matter knowledge, but also his 
personality qualifications for teaching. 
Space should also provided for school 
officials and supervisors append general 
comments explanatory remarks along 
with over-all rating. such co- 
operative evaluating process the student’s 
everyday performance can 
against his reaction the pressure 
supervisory visitation.

problem juvenile misbehavior, 

ranging from the merely rude and un- 
disciplined the criminal with its dev- 
astating effects, social individual, 
challenges the attention all thoughtful 
persons. Social workers, psychologists, pro- 
bation officers, and other personnel the 
courts come with various answers all 
which have merit heredity, broken 
homes, poor schools, inadequate mental 
and emotional hygiene, falling off the 
churches, bad movies and television, eco- 
nomic injustice, and congested urban life. 


Pre-School Training Needed 

These undoubtedly contribute the 
problem but they all deal with the problem 
after the fact. Forty years the practice 
psychiatry, studying and treating sick 
crippled personalities have convinced 
that the only secure basis for dealing 
With the problem the preventive rather 


chief psychiatrist the Sacred Heart Sani- 


than remedial one. Consequently, the ex- 
planation juvenile behavior found not 
the adolescent years, nor even the 
school years, but the pre-school basic 
behavior patterns formed the home. 


Need for Training Parents 

The basic problem, therefore, early 
training for parenthood, beginning their 
own high school days. They must not only 
understand the child and techniques for 
his training but they must fully aware 
the unfortunate moral and spiritual cli- 
mate contemporary life. They must un- 
derstand the importance the emotional 
stability children, respect for author- 
ity, the spirit co-operation, and the 
character human development all its 
phases these early years. Most impor- 
tant all they must understand that basic 
behavior patterns laid down the first six 
years will always anchor fun- 
damental handicap, depending the 
pre-school management their children. 
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Placing Student Teachers 

practical and necessary culmina- 
tion the program practice teaching, 
adequate emphasis should put upon 
placement those who have thus sought 
introduction their professional 
career. Contacts made the director 
and supervisors, and 
themselves, can invaluable. those 
institutions having small enrollment 
the teacher-training program, placement 
can perhaps best channeled through 
the general placement office. For colleges 
having several score participants prac- 
tice teaching, specialized agent for edu- 
cational placement desired. De- 
pending the local situation, these duties 
may fall upon the director supervisor 
practice teaching whose 
sional contacts can used effectively. 
the larger teacher training institutions, 
full-time placement director may ad- 
visable care for both past and present 
students. For this reason careful and 
frequent follow-up past students 
eminently desirable. this means also, 
former students can assist the college 
making administrative 
changes which would better orient the 
next generation teachers. 


Subsequent Training 

This basic point view, however, does 
not imply any belief that after pre-school 
years the child nothing can done 
about his personality and character. Much 
can done. There abundant evidence 
highly successful constructive personal- 
ities who have overcome the handicaps 
faulty pre-school backgrounds. wiser, 
however, begin constructively than 
try remedy mistakes pre-school train- 
ing. Educators, aware this fact, are 
presently pushing back the school curricu- 
lum provide nurseries for two year olds. 
This compensate for inadequacy 
parents and the home. would far 
better use more the budget train 
young people for intelligent parenthood, 
never forgetting that the school always 
acting loco parentis and the home must 
remain continually alert vigilant 
throughout the child’s life. Accepting this 
basic principle will give the school and 
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social remedial agencies new approach 
their problem youngsters and result 
more intelligent effective remedial efforts. 


Defects Many Better Homes 

Juvenile courts are filled today with 
youngsters guilty every crime found 
adult dope addiction, 
drunkenness, and murder, well in- 
numerable minor offenses. The number 
neurotics and mentally ill among adoles- 
cents increasing alarming rate. 
When these youngsters come from poor 
criminal backgrounds, the explanation 
easy but why many come from average 
better backgrounds? 

This train thought induced two 
shocking incidents the city which 
live. Two boys have murdered their moth- 
ers one also killed younger brother and 
sister. These boys normal intelligence 
were both from good homes. Their parents 
were devoted and responsible, but devo- 
tion, without proper sense values, in- 
telligent discipline, and understanding can 
mean, and usually does, overindulgence. 
Faced with erratic discipline for mis- 
demeanor, such youngsters often act 
these two did, with complete lack regard 
for right any sense the 
consequence their action. They are, one 
might say, exemplification our civil- 
ization with spiritual and emotional ma- 
turity lagging far behind physical and 
mental growth. Emphasis always get- 
ting, not giving. They want what they 
want when they want and there 
trouble they don’t get it. They have 
conception their obligation earn what 
they get something for nothing. There 
respect for authority outside one’s 
own desire—no anchorage abiding 
standards right and wrong. 

currently popular blame parents 
for their children’s early 
pressions; hate, fear, jealousy mother 
father, manifested later frustration 
and rebellion causing misbehavior, neu- 
roticism, crime. our opinion the dif- 
ficulty lies much more frequently the 
total absence training deep-seated at- 
titudes and habits which will act brakes 
controls future conduct. So-called 
old-fashioned parents did better job than 
many today, made introspective 
smattering psuedo-psychology. 

Thus the serious deficiency the home 
reflects the prevalent materialistic philoso- 
phy and lack knowledge the child 
and techniques for training him. 


Inadequate Training for 
Parenthood 


What are the implications the fact 
that pre-school years are all-important 
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character building? will not call 
theory. fundamental genetic truth. 
The infant three months has gray 
cells. that time his mental life and 
personality begin. How grows, the basic 
pattern formulated, depends his moth- 
er’s and father’s guidance and direction. 
There your answer the problem 
so-called juvenile delinquency. Indeed, 
not juvenile delinquency. parental 
delinquency. Society has not failed the 
has tragically failed his parents 
allowing them married without 
ghost idea about the most precious 
responsibility and obligation which likely 
soon theirs. 

yes, the bride may have had high 
school course bathing and feeding 
baby. college she may have had course 
child psvchology which leaves her with 
the idea that the little dear should 
uninhibited and free grow according 
his own sweet will and live happily ever 
after. The potential father almost certainly 
has knowledge his responsibilities 
the matter. will try pay the bills. 


Our Materialistic Philosophy 

our civilization. preoccupied with 
creature comforts, the emphasis the 
young couple what they can have 
and later how much they can give 
their children. Our goal seems gadg- 
ets more and better washing machines, 
garbage disposals, television sets, automo- 
biles, and airplanes. Our measuring stick 
for success based the acquisition 
these things without regard method 
achieving them. What can expected 
children growing the midst parental 
absorption eternal struggle for 
things? Even the efforts are completely 
honest hard work, the children not only 
suffer from lack intelligent parental 
guidance but are hopelessly caught the 
vicious philosophy life. parents have 
rather than vital viewpoint which sets 
their sense values proper order 
spiritual values first and things after that. 


Emphasize Spiritual Values 

What are these spiritual values? They 
are contained the Ten Commandments, 
the Golden Rule, and the Sermon the 
Mount. These embody the immutable, 
eternal, spiritual principles which 
must live are survive. From the 
knowledge and practice these principles 
naturally flow character traits which are 
requisite background for successful par- 
enthood. Such words as_ unselfishness, 
truthfulness, honesty, reverence, respect, 
tolerance, courage, temperance, and useful- 
ness must revitalized our vocabulary. 
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seem have diverged from 
there can intelligent understanding 
our problem without facing the 
fallacy our thinking, feeling, and acting 
new approach must predicated 
changing emphasis values. This 
stern challenge every church, school, 
start right now, with vigor, efforts 
revolutionize our philosophy 
tute ideals for the pursuit vanishing 
values gadgets. 

Thus the starting point answer 
the problems so-called juvenile 
quency crusade for spiritual and 
moral ideals, which will restore human 
dignity its rightful place the order 
life and give young parents sense 


dedication their critical responsibility, 


Such revolution fundamental attitudes 
would partly compensate for ignorant tech- 
niques and method management, even 
these all-important first years. 


Training for Potential Parents 

However, there good reason why 
every young parent should not have had 
training fundamental principles and 
techniques for child training. Where and 
when? The senior high school the place 
and the last year, the time. Youngsters 
that age would amenable, even greedy, 
for this knowledge and grateful ever after 
for having it. course, limited few 
twelve hours, could give them funda- 
mentals, principles, and techniques which 
would prove invaluable, personally and 
the community. 

Let’s now. Why wait until the 
burden taxes for the care young 
rotics, dope addicts, thieves, rapists, and 
murderers force something? Then 
may, indeed, too late. 


Principles for High School 
Curriculum 

shall not attempt here formulate 
the curriculum but outline basic prin- 
background great civilizations which 
have disintegrated and analysis the 
causes. This would naturally include 
discussion spiritual and moral values. 
Young people eager for high 
could have their interest and action 
neled into enthusiasm for share 
creating better and safer world for them- 
selves and their children, the challenge 
thrown them with clarity and 
gency. The transition the importance 
intelligent parenthood can easily de- 
veloped from this background. 
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the threefold nature the child 
body, mind, and spirit and that training 
must include growth each these as- 

his nature order that not 
but well integrated. The point 
that fundamental behavior patterns and 
attitudes are inexorably formed the first 
jour years must made with clarity and 
emphasis. That the point “driven 
home” again and again. should like 
write emblazoned letters across the 
sky. The responsibility will chiefly the 
mother’s for the first two years. the end 
that period the father shares more and 
more the responsibility. There should 
complete agreement aims and meth- 
ods training for each phase develop- 
ment these all-important years. 


10. Criteria for Behavior 

What the criterion for formulating 
necessary rules and regulations? Certainly 
not the convenience whims parents 
themselves. based very simply 
principles which provide for the child’s 
health and safety and the safety and well- 
being his human and material environ- 
ment— love God and neighbor and 
respect for the rights others. 


Authority 

The method for achieving conformity 
the rules should positive “no” for cer- 
tain absolutely forbidden behavior never 
which has connotation chal- 
lenge. Careful thought should exercised 
before assigning any behavior the “No” 
category. There should not too many 
Once determined, however, they 
should immutable. 

Scolding, shouting, nagging, and carping 
are futile, wasteful, even destructive 
means. thirteen-year-old boy who mur- 
dered his mother recently gave 
“She was always hollering me.” 

the child becomes mischievous 
toddler, quiet positive firmness, praise, 
completely ignoring the misbehavior usu- 
achieve discipline. these methods 
fail, the judicious use keen switch (not 
Association this sharp pain with for- 
bidden behavior soon the trick,” just 
the child learns from one two un- 
pleasant experiments with the hot stove 
avoid it. 

should pointed out here that much 
breath worse than wasted silly at- 
tempts this age reason and explain 
the child why should should not 
certain things. Obviously, the time for 
sweet reason comes later. But now the 
time must learn unquestioning obedience 
his first experience with authority. The 
importance this factor cannot over- 
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emphasized. The complete lack respect 
for any authority God man prob- 
ably the one trait which all our young 
offenders have common. compara- 
tively easy make respect for authority 
part the personality behavior pattern 
this formative period. Afterward 
immeasurably difficult. fact, becomes 
accretion character rather than 
basic trait. Thus, the fundamental quality 
the early pattern will always po- 
tential danger the personality solid 
foundation for good life. 

This not say that the goal be- 
havior not self-discipline. Strangely 
enough those who have respect for 
authority outside themselves seldom, 
ever, develop authority over themselves. 

The effect the child the certainty, 
justice, and absolute co-operation his 
parents dealing with him condition 
obtained only the parents’ previous 
training purpose and method) most 
significant. The child becomes good little 
citizen secure family because re- 
spects parental authority. That respect be- 
comes vital part his growing love for 
his parents and the basis for his future 
respect for authority which will en- 
counter the community life. 


12. Parents Are Not Prepared 
the contrary, what really happen- 
ing the home? Young mothers and fa- 
thers, completely unprepared, have 
clear-cut, thoughtfully agreed-upon plan. 
They have idea the awesome and 
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far-reaching importance their mishan- 
dling their children this formative 
period. The mother frustrated futile at- 
tempts discipline “passes the buck” 
father and they both pass the buck 
school, church, and other community agen- 
cies the first opportunity. The end re- 
sult apt undisciplined youngster 
extremely versatile having his way “by 
hook crook,” this varying degrees, 
depending what happened home. 


13. Results Training Parents 

Young parents fortified with knowledge 
their tremendous responsibility and the 
simple basic principles meeting 
the care their pre-school children will 
make contribution human happiness 
and welfare, unmatched any other de- 
vice society can contrive. 

Just faulty behavior pattern leads 
inevitably some form maladjustment 
deviation from good life, the right 
pattern the only sound basis for good 
life. true, course, that such per- 
sons may wander off course many times, 
but there always the North Star their 
fundamentally good behavior pattern 
guide them back. Remedial agencies the 
community have something which 
work when youngsters with this back- 
ground early home training run into 
difficulties, rather than the solid wall 
resistance which they often meet. 


14. Present Need Urgent 

The urgency for constructive and wide- 
spread action The present 
sporadic efforts this field are wholly 
inadequate. Nothing short instruction 
parenthood for all our high school 
seniors commensurate with the magni- 
tude the problem, let it. Let 
give them the sure knowledge their sole 
responsibility for training their children 
those first critical years. Let give them 
instruction the nature the human 
spirit and the laws growth. Let give 
them few simple basic principles and 
techniques primarily for the establishment 
the respect for authority the pre- 
school child that their children will 
have North Star guide them their 
perilous unchartered journey into ever 
changing world. Whatever new and un- 
familiar experiences they encounter they 
will have natural basic tendency 
choose the constructive. shall give 
them their birthright good life, instead 
frustration presently expressed 
gamut antisocial behavior. shall 
serve not only the children but our country 
well. shall not have founded Utopia 
but shall have taken one vital, concrete 
step toward the solution juvenile mis- 
behavior. 
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Helping the Child Wholesome Development 


HIS superb encyclical the “Chris- 

tian Education Youth” the late Pope 
Pius begins with the apt quotation 
Christ Himself, “Suffer the little children 
come unto Me.” From here proceeds 
stress the importannce the task 
Christian education: “It therefore 
important make mistake educa- 
pursuit the last end, with which the 
necessarily connected.” The Holy Father 
makes plain that all true education must 
prepare man for “what must and for 
what must here below” order 
attain his final goal. 


Threefold Development 

Education the whole child necessarily 
implies threefold development phys- 
ical development, and 
spiritual development. Not only must the 
body and mind educated, but the soul 
must also grow and develop, that de- 
child’s education complete. 

child does not grow vacuum; 
neither does develop segments. What- 
ever influences the child both from within 
and from without influencing the total 
child. For example, the period assigned 
physical education, the child not de- 
veloping physically only. Even here 
may imbibing sound moral training. 
has learn good loser. 

His social development goes the 
group work the classroom well 
group games the playground. His emo- 
tional development likewise proceeding 
one direction the other all the while: 
Either learning control and daily 
gaining more emotional stability, 
letting himself slide downhill along the 
path noncontrol and instability. 

The child’s spiritual development 
means confined solely the religion 
period. How often not the teacher’s 
comments, the teacher’s attitudes, and the 
teacher’s actions speak more loudly than 
her words. Suppose the morning’s Cat- 
echism lesson deals with anger. Will the 
child stimulated practice self-control 
when sees his teacher fly into rage 
frequently, and upon the slightest provoca- 
tion?

Teacher Influence 

Whether she wishes not, whether 
she aware not, the various per- 
sonality traits exhibited the teacher 
the classroom have influence upon 
the personality development the chil- 
dren. number research studies, par- 
ticularly those that have appeared the 
past decade point conclusively this fact. 

Perhaps the most extensive among these 
are the investigations Anderson and his 
colleagues published several mono- 
graphs Stanford University Press. Their 
Follow-up Studies the Effects Dom- 
inative and Integrative Contacts Chil- 
dren’s Behavior worthy serious study. 
Using the method controlled observation 
and recording, they have studied inten- 
sively pupil-teacher relationships 
cific situations the kindergarten, sec- 
ond, third, fourth, and sixth grades. 

The results these studies point con- 
clusively the main direction influence 
from teacher pupil. Integrative teacher 
behavior encourages integrative pupil be- 
havior; whereas, the other hand, dom- 
inative teacher behavior not only provokes 
conflicts and misunderstandings but stifles 
spontaneity and social development the 
children. These studies also showed that 
change the teacher personnel did result 
changes pupil behavior, but change 
pupil personnel did not significantly 
change the pattern 
teacher behavior. 

some her own researches the writer 
found low but positive correlations be- 
tween teacher and pupil personality 
every trait measured, when comparable 
scales were used both the adult level 
and the child level. 


The School Environment 

Important though she be, the individual 
teacher not the whole influence. The 
entire school environment plays its part 
upon the development the child. This 
includes classroom contacts well any 
and all extracurricular, cocurricular, and 
even the simple casual corridor out- 
door contacts. 

harmonious environment essential 
the healthy, wholesome, 
sonality development the child. The 
school must function unit. the 
environment the child’s social living for 
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the greater part his day. Often, too, 
must supply for what sadly lacking 
the home. Neither one teacher nor all 
the teachers can accomplish the objectives 
education their own efforts. Teachers 
and children must contribute jointly the 
success, welfare, and happiness one 
other. 
those schools where teachers think 
and speak well one another, where chil- 
dren are sincere and friendly their mu- 
tual relationships, where all have faith 
each other, where all are eager help one 
another, the seeds kindness, sympathetic 
understanding, and cheerful co-operation 
will bear fruit and blossom into the well- 


rounded, healthful, wholesome, and 


itual characters much desired for the 
children. 

True, teachers colleges are doing great 
deal educate future teachers the un- 
derstanding human relationships the 
classroom. Yet, happens that there are 


in-service teachers who feel that they 


not have the ability and/or tact necessary 
cope with the divers situations that arise 
this regard. Such one need not 
discouraged. Should teacher find herself 
deficient herein, let her encouraged 
knowing that possible for her study 
and training change her habits work- 
ing with children improve greatly 
the human relationships her classroom. 


Help Where Needed 
practically every classroom there will 
found one several the various out- 
standing classes problem children. There 


the isolated child and there the bully; 


there the timid and shy individual and 
there the braggart; there the tomboy, 
the apple polisher, the attention getter; 
there the child whose clothes are differ- 
ent, and the adolescent who comes from 
the wrong side the tracks. 

All these need individual study the 
part the teacher before she can help 
them their particular difficulties. For 
example, before teacher can help the 
isolated, the shy, the timid child, she 


must identify the cause the isolation, 


the timidity, the shyness. After that 


determined, she will study the possibility 


removing reducing the cause 
causes. times, this may done rather 


easily, but more often not easy 


matter. When differences exist 
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children and they cannot removed, 
possible lessen the gaps be- 
tween them, create tolerance for the 
difference. Perhaps given situation the 
difference more artificial than real. 
this case, increased acquaintance may 
helpful. Again may that social skills 
need taught. 

other times, new and better form 
compensation for deficiency may 
yorked out with child. teach shy 
girl some skill which the others 
not have, may make him sought and 
instead ignored formerly. 

Children different maturity levels 
may need shifted groups their 
own peers. Then, too, there are numerous 
other devices that may used give the 
child greater opportunity for the 
attention his fellow pupils, 
such rearrangement the seating plans, 
appointment committees, assignment 
gecial tasks. Differences race and social 
satus should not create problem 
school, yet the influence home 
and neighborhood attitudes does times 
provoke such. Here the best remedy seems 
the inculcation correct Catholic 
doctrine and teaching these matters.

aspirations, attitudes, voca- 
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tional aptitudes, developing needs, physical 
condition, temperamental characteristics, 
emotional intellectual conflicts, hamper- 
ing personality traits, his motives rea- 
sons for acting does, his defense 
escape mechanisms, there such, and 
forth. 


Helping the Child Help Himself 

This may seem like large order, but 
upon analysis, will prove not quite 
formidable its first appearance seems 
indicate. There are many tests the 
market today assist the teacher, 
least partially. True, pencil and paper tests 
are means infallible, and the very 
people who construct these tests would 
the first warn against their indiscrim- 
inate use, against taking any single score 
too seriously. any one particular case, 
the score could wrong, the test could 
error far that child con- 
cerned. However, generally speaking and 
for the group whole, tests are helpful 
the teacher. Often child who needs 
help spotted for the first time. His 
“problem tendency” had not been noticed 
before. the group, his score stands out 
prominently. 

Test scores must always interpreted 
judiciously, and the light all the 
circumstances that affect them. Existing 
tests are not instruments mathematical 
precision. They are not intended fool- 
proof indicators guide the teacher. But 
just the physician, before treats 
disease effectively, must first carefully 
diagnose the case; must the teacher en- 
deavor study all the angles and pos- 
sible contributing causes before she can 
diagnose the ordinary scholastic and ad- 
justment problems her pupils. Most 
the problems can handled the or- 
dinary classroom teacher, while few must 
referred the experts, the clinical psy- 
chologist, the psychiatrist. 


Using Tests 

Besides the many achievement tests 
which measure the pupil’s mastery spe- 
cific subject matter, there are also avail- 
able many personality tests and rating 
scales, both for teacher and for pupil. 

order find out just how they stand 
the eyes their pupils, many teachers 
use some form teacher rating. Through- 
out the past decade this practice has been 
much more prevalent the public schools 
than the parochial schools. Wherever 
has been used with the proper and correct 
understanding both pupils and teachers, 
has been productive good, both for 
teacher and for pupils. Before they are 
acquainted with this sort thing, some 
teachers are apt bit apprehensive 
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lest they lowered the estimation 
their pupils. However, facts prove that this 


mot the case. Wherever teacher rating 


has been properly handled, has served 
raise the prestige the teacher the 
eyes her pupils, their parents, and the 
community. 

Pupil-teacher relationships are often im- 
proved through mutual understanding. 
times the teacher may become aware of, 
and then correct, hitherto unknown, un- 
desirable trait. Again, she may discover 
why Johnnie Susie holds particular 
attitude toward her, and improve teacher- 
pupil relationships that particular case. 
This will not only help the child’s per- 
sonality development but also increase his 
learning efficiency. 

One such rating scale that has had lim- 
ited use recently some parochial schools 
the writer’s Diagnostic Teacher-Rating 
Scale. This consists the seven principal 
areas teacher-pupil contacts together 
with two forms diagnostic check list.* 

companion scale the Child Personal- 
ity Scale for the pupil’s use helping him 
spot his own character and personality 
weak and strong points. This likewise 
rating scale, wherein each child can 
quickly given numerical rating his 
classmates, his teacher, and himself. 
Comparing the average ratings his class- 
mates and those his teacher with his 
own opinions himself, can readily 
see wherein they disagree. his project 
improve himself the undersirable 
traits, and continue strengthen the 
good points. With the aid kind and 
sympathetic teacher, children raise their 
own scores during the course the year.

Villanova College, Paul Potter decided 
change his life’s goal. Thus came about 
that there was one less engineer and one more 
priest. After his ordination the 
Father Potter was assigned teaching post 
St. Rita High School. happened that 
way because both schools, Villanova and St.

Being still somewhat engineer heart 
and not too heavily shackled with the tradi- 
tions academic training, soon recog- 
nized problem and offered solution.

Most the Catholic high schools 
Chicago are tuition schools, privately owned 
and operated. Too many Catholic parents did 
not have the money pay tuition the 
Catholic high schools. Too many Catholic stu- 
dents were attracted the public high schools 
because the opportunities take shop 
courses, needed training for gainful employ- 
ment. Catholic school registration felt the 
pinch depression.

order attract Catholic boys the 
environment Catholic school and 
bolster the enrollment St. Rita High School 
something new was added. was called 
technical course, reality the shops offer 
training the industrial-arts level. There was 
lot ballyhoo and advertising. had 
glamour and solved the problem.

The Curriculum 
prospective student offered four courses 
study, St. Rita High School: academic, 
scientific, business, and technical. The first two 
are college preparatory and the latter two are 
terminal, the sense that high school may 
terminate their formal education. Boys

Headlines Not Tell the Story 

The first article based panel 
the National Catholic Educational 
sociation addressed Father Paul Rein- 
ert, S.J., president St. Louis University, 
Father Pius Barth, C.M., dean 
Paul University, Chicago, Father Edward 
Rooney, S.J., executive director the 
Jesuit Educational Association, and Fa- 
ther Meyer, vice-president St. 
John’s College, Brooklyn, 

The article begins: “Speaking for them- 
selves and not for the National Catholic 
Educational Association convention which 
they attended here, four heads Catholic 
universities expressed their opposition 
Congressional investigation Communists 
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schools.” But one reads the article 
the opposition not clean-cut, nor 
positive. The article admits the right 
Congress investigate colleges for Com- 
munist influences but present investiga- 
tions have, they think, gotten out hand. 
Congressional probes have performed 
service alerting colleges, but code 
procedure should formulated.

added. The recent statement the 
American Association Universities was 
declared acceptable most col- 
leges. said part: “Refusal so, 
whatever legal grounds, cannot fail 
reflect upon profession that claims for 
itself the fullest freedom speak and the 
maximum protection that freedom avail- 
able our society. this respect, invoca- 
tion the Fifth Amendment places upon 
professor heavy burden proof his 
fitness hold teaching position and lays 
upon his university obligation re- 
examine his qualifications for membership 
its society.”

Pioneering

Our Birthday 

The history Catholic high schools the 
United States begins with Roman Catholic 
High School Philadelphia, endowed 
farseeing industrialist, Thomas Cahill, 
which opened its doors 1890. Other schools 
soon followed, that 1904, Father Burns 
could report enrollment 14,127 boys 
and 20,874 girls. Conscious the growing 
importance this entity the Catholic sys- 
tem education, repeated pleas were made 
for its recognition the Association. Finally, 
June 29, 1922, the general executive board, 
the Philadelphia convention, approved 
section the college department, and 
that date can considered our birthday, 
June 29, 1922. made our first public ap- 
pearance infant the arms the col- 
lege department, the Cleveland convention, 
June 25, 1923. grew and waxed strong, 
that did not take long before were 
granted autonomy department. This hap- 
pened Toledo, June 24, 1929. are there- 
fore actually celebrating our Silver Jubilee. 


Early Years 

manifestly impossible give adequate 
attention all that has happened these 
years, must suffice point out merely 
the high points and attainments. 

First all owe debt gratitude 
the hierarchy, whom the teaching office 
the Church, successors the Apostles, be- 
longs, for their constant encouragement and 
assistance. Not convention has passed 
which members have not given directives 
and aided not only words, but financially 
well. Their welcome their episcopal cities 
has always been warm and cordial. 

Next order owe thanks the super- 
intendents who spearheaded our projects and 
opened their schools our experiments. 
pioneer days, the grace God and appoint- 
ment the bishop, combined with zeal and 
innate common sense, was deemed sufficient 
for their difficult task. Nowadays however, 
they constitute corps specialists that has 
elicited the admiration not only Catholics, 
but schoolmen general. 

The religious teaching orders, without whom 
our department would sketchy indeed, 
likewise stand line for kudos. Without their 
devoted services, our schools, say nothing 
our Association, would impossible. Fi- 
nancially, Catholics could not meet the cost, 
without their nominal salaries; professionally, 
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would difficult find their equals; re- 
ligiously, would impossible realize 
the objective separate school system, 
viz., “to co-operate with divine grace form- 
ing the true and perfect Christian.” 


Encourage Membership 

The membership our department has not 
kept pace with the number Catholic high 
schools the country. have only about 
half the institutional members that should 
have. The best approach improvement 
this matter enlisting the assistance the 
diocesan superintendents and the superiors 
religious teaching orders. Possibly offering 
reduction the dues, these may en- 
couraged register their schools toto. One 
purpose the Regional Units was en- 
courage membership the parent body; still 
there have been meetings which the NCEA 
was not even whispered. 


Previous Meetings 

the inspectors library Maryhurst, the 
fifty volumes Proceedings the Associa- 
tion are beautifully bound and displayed 
place honor. Even far-off Hawaii, they 
were, with but few exceptions, available for 
the preparation this paper. going through 
these volumes one impressed with the 
wealth conference material therein con- 
tained. also evident that our department 
was ever aware the pressing problems 
the times. These volumes constitute sensi- 
tive barometer, indicating remarkable 
degree accuracy, the fluctuating pressure 
the various subjects the curriculum, the 
impact general educational movements, and 
even the repercussions national and inter- 
national crises. Religion always occupied 
place prominence. special committee was 
assigned the task provide papers for 
entire session each and every annual con- 
vention. The classical languages came for 
their share attention, and one time 
was seriously maintained that Greek taught 
the high school. English, foreign languages, 
and history frequently found place the pro- 
gram. Mathematics and science were able 
maintain their own the face increasing 
demands the social studies. Extracurricular 
activities took more and more time, con- 
currently with their invasion our schools. 
Even athletics, the greatest contender for stu- 
dent interest received more than its due 
attention and continued its program 
maximum movement with minimum 
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meaning. The fine arts seem have received 
least encouragement, and this admittedly 
the weakest section our scheme sec- 
ondary education. topic that occurred more 
and more frequently was guidance, and one 
time there was danger its monopolizing 
whole convention. The practical arts are lately 
receiving attention step with the Life Ad- 
justment Program. With the imminence 
Universal Military Training, R.O.T.C. and 
preinduction instruction have been repeatedly 
recommended. Interest UNESCO has been 
advocated aid international under- 
standing and maintenance peace. 

The Co-operative Study Secondary 
School Standards was welcomed Catholic 
circles did not fear comparison with the 
public schools. fact gave the inspectors 
understand that would meet their stand- 
ards our own besides. Our influence made 
itself felt number instances, for ex- 
ample, the library requirements which 
opposed the introduction certain books 
inimical our faith. The whole philosophy 
the Evaluative Criteria false much 
characterizes standard, practices that 
are current schools, instead setting 
ideal. What is, right, seems sum 
the policy the framers these norms. 


Accrediting Agencies 

The state departments education and the 
regional accrediting agencies certainly were 
great helps securing adequate preparation 
for our religious teachers, even though the 
gauges used were not always calibrated 
measure actual teaching ability, without this 
external assistance would fussing over 
the hopeless task lifting ourselves our 
own bootstraps. 

pioneers our school system were unwilling 
set our own accrediting agency. 
could have made our voice heard formulat- 
ing standards, and have them more con- 
formable Catholic educational philosophy. 
Now evidently too late for such move, 
procedures are crystallized and the temp- 
tation always there conform the prac- 
tices secular institutions. this connection 
well that have rather rarely gone out- 
side our circle for speakers our meetings. 
For the most part they not understand our 
philosophy and are much given polishing 
pebbles and dimming diamonds. 


Changes Coeducation 

practice that has undergone considerable 
change our secondary schools coeduca- 
tion, and the employing wemen teachers for 
adolescent boys. resolution against this 
practice was formulated the very beginning 
our Association.

(This cutting was actually done 
the children the first and second grades 
who had previously learned use the saw 
cutting out simple animals for the farm 
they later constructed. cutting was done 
the teacher.) Each child had the oppor- 
tunity and the joy cutting out some special 
part, that each one felt that the completed 
project was part him. Furnishings for 
the Church were also cut out, such altar, 
pews, choir, baptistery, communion rail, and 
confessional. The church and all the other 
buildings were constructed such way that 
the inside would visible (as can seen 
the pictures) either cutting out part the 
roof, leaving one side open. 

The sacraments were studied part the 
catechism classes during the course the 
project.

Help the Sacraments 
the study the sacraments, three large 
posters were made, Church, Home, 
and School. Through the use pictures 
(all were taken from the Mine Magazine) 
attempt was made show how the Church

extends into the home. center picture the 
entire family receiving Holy Communion was 
used. From this center, line extended out 
picture the sacrament matrimony 
and then down the chart “My 
showing the family gathered for prayer, work, 
and recreation. Another line extended out 
the sacrament holy orders and then 
the chart “My School” showing picture 
the priest head the school, welcoming the 
children. Matrimony, baptism, and extreme 
unction were studied, particularly connec- 
tion with the home; penance, Holy Eucharist, 
and confirmation with the Church; and holy 
orders with the school. 

Gradually, the oral and written vocab- 
ulary developed, charts were built from 
these words they were learned. Booklets 
were made the first grade with “home” 
their subject.

What said here may well give rise 
the question: Does appear now that this 
thermal-air jet system will supersede sup- 
plant the system which has been successful 
combating window downdraft, and now 
being extensively system sup- 
plying, for this purpose, continuous flow 
warm air independently the main supply 
from the Unit Ventilator?

Both provide 
means combating window downdraft 
supplying heat one two forms, the 
window sill for the full length the win- 
dows. Both provide blanket warm air 
between these cold surfaces and room occu- 
pants whenever there need for heat within 
the room. What, then, the basic difference? 

the continuous-flow system, 
quantity steam hot water strip radia- 
tion provided under the full length the 
windows. The capacity this radiation and 
the manner its control are related solely 
the requirement window downdraft. 
makes only limited contribution the 
general heating the room. Indeed, 
this basic fact that gives certain definite 
advantages over all systems that not 
separate the general heating from the specific 
one downdrafts. such arrangement, 
radiation will often continue supply con- 
vection heat currents over the cold window 
surfaces plus radiant heat room occupants 
from the warm surface its enclosure, long 
after the general heating the room the 
Unit Ventilator has ceased. Experience shows 
that such radiation with its very limited heat 
output will strike balance, between the sum 
the heat gain from this radiation, the room 
occupants, lights and other total heat gains 
and the heat loss through the cooling effects 
windows, walls and infiltration.

the heat output from the Unit Ventilator 
has been reduced completaely cut off. 
The only time the radiator within the Unit 
Ventilator adds any heat the air when 
Wind-O-Line radiation not use when 
the air from entering the room below 
minimum temperature generally set de- 
grees. It, therefore, can properly said that 
Wind-O-Line radiation first add heat 
the room when needed, and the last 
all sources which add heat the room 
shut off after the room temperature has 
been satisfied. this point important 
remember that Wind-O-Line radiation 
never adding heat the room when the Unit 
Ventilator introducing more than the speci- 
fied minimum quantity outdoor air.

This not 
always possible where the Unit Ventilator 
alone used, and for that reason there are 
many designers who prefer the split system. 


The Jets Are Part the Blast 

the thermal-air jet system, all other 
systems employing Ventilators alone, 
there exists means separating the needs 
part from the whole. such arrange- 
ment, the Unit Ventilator cannot deal alone 
with the separate specific need window 
downdraft, for has but single means 
meeting the total requirements. Now, has 


been demonstrated that about one third 
the total Unit Ventilator air requirements 
all that needed combat window down- 
drafts. Therefore, about two thirds the 
capacity the Unit Ventilator unrelated 
the specific problem window downdraft. 

the total heating and ventilating re- 
quirements the room are met blown 
air system without any supplementary radia- 
tion, traditionally called blast system. 
The blast system does not possess the means 
supply small amount heat directed 
solely offsetting the chilling effect these 
cold surfaces, for when the Unit Ventilator 
supplying warm air along the window sills, 
also supplying larger quantity air 
the same temperature direct from the 
Unit Ventilator into the room.

its successful application upon air flow path 
unobstructed internal columns, overhang- 


ing sills, certain types window shades, 
other physical objects which might interfere 
with the proper discharge the air flow 
pattern. 

Assuming that the thermal-air jet system 
described herein will perform satisfactorily 
under classroom conditions has the 
laboratory, there sound basis conclude 
that its development marks another step for- 
ward the field thermal comfort school- 
house heating and ventilating, but for the 
reasons stated, even under the most favorable 
conditions does not possess all the advan- 
tages the continuous-flow system.

Right and Reason: Ethics Theory and 

Practice 

Austin Fagothey, S.J. Cloth, 583 pp., $5.75. 
The Mosby Company, St. Louis Mo. 1953. 

This excellent book has 525 pages text, 
pages bibliography, and pages index 
material. Together with the author’s preface and 
the table contents, the book contains 583 pages. 
After each chapter list selected authors 
appended. 

The author has deep grasp Aristotelian- 
Thomistic principles, and displays remark- 
able flare for applying them the conditions 
and circumstances modern living: principles are 
easily given, but their application often demands 
the knowledge expert. Every page this 
book shows that the author well versed 
ethical lore; handles the subject matter com- 
pletely and thoroughly. 

The various chapter headings reveal the cover- 
age the vast material the science ethics. 
All all, there are thirty-four chapters. far 
the presentation concerned, the author 
his preface has explained his reasons for using 
nontechnical language the general medium 
expression. himself says: “Ethics deals with 
the everyday activities human life and should 
expressible commonly current terms.” 

for the reviewer, who has himself written 
book ethics, criticize the author his 
arrangement and presentation the contents. 
Due, however, the general excellence the 
book, such attitude would picayunish; and 
this reviewer refrains from making adverse 
criticism and gives the book and its author his 
Cap.
